3. The Provincial Transport Controller, Haryana , shall act as Secretary of the Committee . 

The headquarters of the Advisory Committee shall be at Chandigarh where the Commitice shall 
moct quarterly under the Chairmanship of the Chief Minister, and in his absence, the Secretary to Govern 
ment, Haryana , Transport Department shall preside over the meeting. 

4. Threc non -official members in addition to official mambers shall form the quorum of the 
meeting 

5. The functions of the Committee will be an under : 
(a) to consider ways and means of planning and development of road transport on regional 

basis : 
(b ) to consider the difficulties of travelling public and operators both in passengers and goods 

transport and providing facilities to the travelling public ; 
(c) providing amenities to the staff employed in the road transport services and conditions of 

their work ; 


(d ( framing of schemct for aationalisation ; 


(e ) development of road facilities ; 


(0) Motor Vehicle Rules and Amcadmeats thereto , etc ; 
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(8) to educate the public generally and the drivers of vehicles in particular in road score and 

othsr connected problems with the object of reducing toll of human lifc due to accidents ; 

and 
(b ) any other matter that may be referred to Government for advice. 

Any matter intended to be raised at a mceting of the Committee shall be given duc notice of to the 
Secretary of the Committee at least one month before the date of the meeting at which it is intended to be 
discussed . 

6. The members of the Committee will draw Travelling Allowance as under : -- 
( a ) The Legislators in their ex -officio capacity under Punjab Legislative Assembly (Allowances 

ofMembers ) Act 1942 : 1952 and the Rules made thereunder, as in force at present or may 

be amended hereafter. 
(b ) Non --officials, other than M.L. As at onc 1st Class Railway fare plus incidental allowance 

ond road mileage as edmissible to a 1st grade Government cmployee drawing 1 pay of 
Rs. 1,000 /- and Rs.9.00 / - 11.25 / 13.50 in Plains /Hills /Special Hill tracts as daily allowance . 
Other conditions laid down in the Punjab T. A. Rules for Government employees will also 

apply to journcys performed by non - official members except where otherwise provided . 
7. Travelling Allowance bills of the Legislators will be counter signed by the Secretary , Haryana 
Vidhan Sabha . 

8. The expenditure involved shall be met out of the budget allotment under head " 11 — Taxes of 
Vehicles - B - Inspection of Motor Vehicles " . 

9. This notification issues with the concurrence of the Finance Department and Political Department, 
conveyed ,-ride their U , O. No. 3793-3FD -68 , dated 11 / 13th November, 1968 and No. 4507 - Pol) ( 11-68 , dated 
the 5th /9th December, 1968, respectively.

2. Any person practising in contravention of bye - law I or any person committing or abetting the 

commission of a breach of that bye- law shall , on conviction by a Judicial Magistrate of the 
First Class be liable to a fino not exceeding fifty rup : es for the first offence, to a fine not 
exceeding two hundred and fifty rupees for a second or subsequent offence .
